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Response to Applicant's Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed December 1 1 , 2004, has been entered and made of 
record. 

The objection to the claims due to a number of informalities is withdrawn, partly 
in response to the amendment. The Examiner notes that problem with claim 1 (and 
claims 7, 13 and 19) were corrected by amendment. With regard to claim 7 
(erroneously referred to as claim 17 by the Examiner), the objection is withdrawn after 
further consideration of the language of the claim. With regard to claim 4 (as well as 
claims 5, 6, 10-12, 16-18 and 22-24), the objection is withdrawn, as Applicants have not 
deemed it necessary to modify the language in response to the Examiner's remarks. 

With regard to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, Applicants 
have not attempted to correct the problem pointed out in claims 2, 8, 14 and 20. The 
Examiner maintains his position that "said character" in line 3 of claim 2 is vague, since 
there are "one or more characters" mentioned previously. This problem exists in claims 
8, 14 and 20 as well. The Examiner notes that in the situation where the sequence 
consists of one character, the phrase would be definite. However, if the sequence 
consists of more than one character, the phrase would be vague and indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 2, 8, 14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 2, at line 3, "said character" is vague since there are "one or more 
characters" mentioned previously. In the situation in which there is more than one 
character, the phrase "said character" would be vague and indefinite. See also claims 
8, 14, and 20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,3-7, 9-13, 15-19 and 21-28 are allowed. 

4. Claims 4, 8, 14 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
